MURDER AND SUICIDE 


A Vermont Girl, Crazed by Jealousy 


Shoots Another Girl, and then 


Herself this Morning. 


{Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


Montpelier, Vt., May 29.—This morning 


MIBB Mildred Brewnter, daughter of a 
wealthy farmer of Huntington, shot Miss 
Annie Wheeler, of whom she is alleged to 
hive been jealous, inflicting v;ounds 
which will probably prove fatal. The 
deed was committed in a lonely spot on 
the outskirts of this city. 


After shooting 
Miss Wheeler, the 


Brewster girl turned the revolver on her- 
self and fired a bullet into her right ear, 
inflicting a serious and probably fatal 
wound. Both young women, who are 
well known and popular, were, it is said, 
in love with John Wheeler of this plaoe. 
Although this young man bears the same 
name as the victim of Mi&a Brewster's 
jealousy, there is no relation between 
them. For a long time Wheeler has been 
paying attention to the young woman 
who bears the same name and it is under- 
stood that they were engaged to be mar- 
ried. 


Early this morning the Brewster girl 


went to Miss Wheeler's room and stated 
emphatically that Miss Wheeler must 
give up her lover. She said that she had 
a prior claim to his affections, and warned 
Miss Wheeler that if she did not give him 
up she would kill him. Miss Wheeler 


paid no attention to the statements or the 
threat of her caller and completed her 
preparations for meeting her betrothed at 
his boarding house, according to a pre- 
vious agreement. 


Miss 
Brewster waited until 
Miss 


Wheeler started, and they were seen 
walking together afterwards. 
No one 


heard the conversation between them but 
on the surface there seemed to be no 
quarrel taking place. However, as they 
were passing along a by-path which leads 
to the boarding house whither 
Miss 


Wheeler was going-, when they were 
shielded from view by a rooky ledee, Hiss 
Brewer suddenly drew a revolver and 
fired a shot almost point blank into the 
side of Miss Wheeler's head. 
As her 


victim fell the Brewster girl pointed the 
revolver at the right side of her own head 
and discharged it. 


"When tound both were unconscious 


with blood pouring from their wounds. 
They were taken to the Beaton hospital 
as soon as aid could be summoned and at 
noontime both were still alive though no 
hope was given for the recovery of either. 
Wheeler was much affected by the trag- 
edy. The families of both girls arc greatly 
agitated over the affair. They are among 
the most prom men t residents of this 
section.

A PINE TREE SHILLING 


Found by C. D. Phelps on Hit Farm in 


Williamstown. 


O. D. Phelps of WUliamrtcnrn turned up 


a very ancient coin the other day while 
plowing on the fl«t north of hia home, a 
piece of ground that had not been plowed 
before for 40 years. It was what IB known 
as a "pine tree •Wiling," one 'of the first 
oolni iuned by the Mauaohraetti colony 
The data of the coin I> 1662 and It Is per- 
fectly preserved, every letter and figure 
on it being very distinct. It la a little 
larger than a 25-cent piece and- it not per- 
fectly round. When Mr. PhelpB found it 
he supposed Its irregular shape was due to 
wear, bat found on looking the matter up 
that these coins were not made round. On 
one aide of it w«s the following: "Ne» En- 
gland An. Dom., 1S52. XIL" On the other 
side Is an engraving of a pine tree In the 
center, with the words, "In Masathnsets," 
encircling It, 


the coin is valuable, it being one of the 


rarest in the country. It i« 245 years old 
and was 120 years old when the indepen. 
dence of this country was declared. Mr, 
Phelps is greatly pleased with his dis- 
covery, whose value as a relic for exceeds 
its original worth of XII pence.
